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REMARKS 
1. THE RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

The OflSce requires restriction of the claims to one of the following groups: 

Group I, claims 1-5, 7-1 1, 14, 15, 19, 20, 23-25 and 31-33, drawn to an isolated nucleic 
acid encoding a receptor protein, the protein encoded thereby, a vectcw* comprising tfie nucleic 
acid, a host cell comprising the vector, and mediods of use; 

Group n, claim 12, drawn to a transgmic animal^; 

Group ni, claims 16 and 17, drawn to an antisense molecule; 

Group rV, claims 2 1, 22, 26-29 and 35-37, drawn to a compound of unspecified 
constitution defined solely by a recited biological activity; 

Otoup V, claim 30, drawn to an antibody; and 

Group VI, claim 34, drawn to a receptor binding assay that does not employ a 
recombinant host cell. 

In response. Applicants elect Group I, claims 1-5,7-11, 14, 15, 19, 20, 23-25 and 31-33, 
witfiout traverse. Applicants res^e the right to file divisional applications on tfie non-elected 
claims. 

IL THE OBJECTION TO CLAIM 13 

The Office Action objects to claim 13, assertmg that it has improper dependency. In 
response. Applicants provisionally withdraw claim 13 in light of the restriction requhemmt. 



' Claim 12 recites a transgenic cell, tissue or organism. Claim 13 depends firom claim 12 and should therefore 
be included in Group II.
